‘The:Senate Committee virtually 
completed its preliminary review of the 
measure to_be drafted for the regular 
army, agreenient being reached upon its 
main feature. 


The bill will provide. for a peace. th 


strength standing army of 175,000 men, 
as 2gainst 135,000 proposed by the House 
bill under consideration. The war 
btrength will be fixed at 225,000. A 
seven-year énlistment, three with the 
colors and four in the reserve, will be 
expected to provide the men to fill up 
the regiments for war service. Under 
this plan the soldier could be discharged 
into the reserve at the end of a year 
if found efficient and can optionally go 
into the reserve at the end of two years 
if, he desires. : 

The Senate bill follows closely the 
plan of 1912 devised by the Army War 
College after an exhaustive study. De- 
tails of organization suggested by the 
department this year, however, will be 
worked out in the measure, which is in 
reality a complete reorganization of thé 
land. forces. The committee will begin 
at once devising its own plan for fed- 
eralizing the National Guard. 

Representative McKellar of Tennes- 
see today submitted to the House a 
favorable report on his bill to establish 
and maintain military training schoots 
in the various States. 

“The Military Affairs Committee is of 
the opinion that we do-not need a large 
standing army in this country, but that 
‘we do ‘need at all .times a large body 
of our young men well trained and edu- 
cated,” he said.

It was deliv- 
ered in Judge Rose’s chambers before 
Colonel William T. Chantland, special 
assistant to the Attorfey General, and 
other United States Attorneys, and 
George (R. Willis, Fred Williams, 
other counsel for the American Can 
Company.

What has been proved, Judge Rose 
said, is, first, that the defendant was 
organized to ,monopolize interstate trade 
in‘cans, and to attain that object such 
trade was unlawfully restrained by it, 
and by those who ‘formed it and directed 
its earlier activities, and some of those 
individuals still participate in its man- 
agement and control, 

Second: For some time before the fil- 
ing of the petition in this case it had 
done nothing of which any competitor or 
any consumer of cans complains, or 
anything which strikes a disinterested 
Outsider as unfair or unethical. . 


Uniawtual Acts Are Charged. 


The court holds that “‘ while it had 
its origin in unlawful acts and thereby 
acquired a power which may be harm- 
ful, and the acquisition of which in any 
event was contrary to the policy of Con- 
gress as embodied in the statute, it for 
some time past has used that power on 
the whole rather for weal than for woe. 

“In this industry it is absolutely im- 
possible to ae things back where they 
were on March 1, 1901, and if it were 
possible robabiy highly undesirable.

New York Central Re Refusse: to Run 

Observation Trains on Later Dates, 
Morton: G. Bogue, Chairman of the 
Board of Stewards of the Intercollegiate 
Rowing Assaciation, announced yester- 
day that he had received the final de- 
cision of the New York Central Railroad 
relative to running observation trains 
for the Poughkeepsie regatta, and that 
the railroad authorities had written him 
that it would be impossible to make up 
an. observation train for June 30 or 
July 1. 

The transportation department of the 
railroad also decided that it would be, 
impracticable to run an observation 
train on June 24, if the race Were rowed

PLAN TO BUILD STADIUM. 


Pennsylvania May: Have — 
Field to Hold 100,000. 


Since the announcement a few days 
ago that the Army-Navy game would 
not be played on Franklin Field next 
Fall because’ of lack of seating capac- 
ity, impetus has been given to plans 
for a great municipal ‘stadtum in Phil- 
adelphia, to be. connected with the Uni- 
versity. Many rumors have béen afloat 
in the past few days, but upon investi- 
gation the matter simmers down to the 
following. facts< 
' About ‘two years ago. George —E. 


Nitzsche, .Recorder of the university, \ad-° 
vanced tentative .plans for the erection 


of a large stadium, and tried to arouse |. 


interest in such a movement, but Noth 
ing was done, These plans’ were pes 
sented in definite form about 
months ago to: the Chamber of Corn- 
merce, who pees them to the Com- 
mittee on —— Affairs ad Con- 
ventions. S. Ric ch. secretary of that 
committee, stated that the, planus met 
the hearty approval-of the “committee, 
but no action could be taken until pre- 
sented to the Board of Trustees of the 
University. ‘The seerement which, the 
trustees are asked to sign is briefly as 
follows: 

We, the undétsigned Trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, recognizing the need 
and advantages of a big stadium, hereby ex-; 
press our approval of the effort now being 
made to realize ne construction of such a 
stadium on grounds adjacent to those of the 
‘university, in aeccordafice with plans outlined 
in a certain preliminary report, providing for 
@ stadium. 36a from 75,000 to 100,000, 

hereby such @ um will ultimately be- 
ime the property of said university, ample 
provision having been made therein for per- 
manently. taking care of such;events as the 
Army and Navy game, large municipal events 
and the university’s athietic contests, under- 
standing further that the Chamber of Com- 
merce appreciates the value to the city, as 
well as to the university, of such a stadium, 
and approves of the project. 

Provost Smith stated recently that 
the Board of Trustees had given \him 
power to appoint. a committee of five 
members to consider: the above state- 
ment and report to the board. The 
committee has been appointed. 

How the Chamber of Commerce pro- 
poses to finance such a proposition is 
not known: The land suggested is the 
plot known as Woodland Ravine, ad- 
joining the..Botanical Gardens. It is 
owned by the Woodland Cemetery As- 
sociation. The matter will probably 
be brought .up at the next meeting of 
the Board of Trustees, and, if. ap- 
proved by them, will then be submitted 

to the Board of Directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce for further action.
